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We have thus before us (including the incompleted portions of the Ramghur road, 
thirty of the Till Tracts road, seventeen miles) about 182 miles of 
runmétalled road sixteen feet wide with heavy bridging, and forty-eight miles of unmetalled 
road twelve feet wide with heavy bridging. 

1G. Besides this, there are the canal improvements already spoken of, and many small 
age roads and feeders. These latter are uow being much attended to, The removal of 
encroachments is insisted on, zemindars and village headien are compelied to look to th 
repair, jungle on iges which can he crossed in anfety are being 
constructed. Provided the rest of the road is put in goot repair, we now offer to eourtruct 

n there village os ha lim portion of our iucome which we 
annually set aside for this purpose will allow of. Some native gentlemen, 
T.may mention Shei 1 Malum and Deputy Collector taboo Goluck Chander Rai, are 
aiding us with liberal contributions towards the construction of roads in the neighbourhood 
of their villages. Iu several cases it ix found that Mahomedan gentlemen and villagers have 
bequeathed Iands for the maintenance of certain bridges and roads near their homes, 
Hitherto the object of the bequest has often been forgotten or neglected either wilfully or 
through the difficulties which in such a case numerous sharcholders present ; we are taking 
steps to enforce the observance of the obligation imposed, offering as an alternative to take 
over and manage the lands so bequeathed, if such an arrangement should be more 
convenient to the shareholders. 

17. What we arv at present each yeer enabled to effect in. the way of opening com- 
munications is deplorubly incommensurate with what should be dove, but we can but 
husband to the utmost such funds us we have and carefully seck to expend them to the 
‘utmost advantage.

‘The following are further details respecting these works :— 

1. Ramghur Road—The widening aud straightening of this road hay been carried out 
for about 24 miles between 12h and 15th miles, having a width of 16 fect at top. It hax 
also been turfed, One wooden bridge of 21 fe with masonry abutment aud wing 
walls, and masonry abutments and w bridge, 46 fort span, have been 
constructed on the 14th mile. ‘This road has received surface repairs between the 3r1 and 
T5th miles; 38 wooden bridgex have been repaired ant S tarred. Tt is proposed +hnt 
during the year 1875-76 the ro id should be widened and straightened from the 15th to 
19th mile, and surface repairs effected from 3rd to Lith miles, Existing bridges will ke 
thoroughly repaired and some of the timber bridges tarred. 

2. Hill Tract Road.—This road has been constructed three-quarters of mile in length and 
16 feet on the top from the village Robobullapore to Go Tt has been turfed throughout 
the three miles complete, aud has received surface repairs. Three wooden bridges and one 
Inuonry, bridge have been repaired, and two wooden bridges tarred. riding for the 
three males of road ix not yct complete. ‘This road will during the year be extended about 
three miles from Goherah village to the old Ranjan road, and a timber bridge of Gt fect span 
will be placed over the khal ou the third mile. Surface repairs will be executed. 

8. Arakan Road—This road hax heen widened and straightened to sixteen fect 
con the top from 84th to 38th mile, and about half a mile on the SIst mile, It isnot passable 
for vehicles beyond the 30th mile owing to the absence of bridges. ‘The wooden superstruc- 
tare over the masoury work of bridge No. 41,100 fect span, and a culvert No. 43, 
Of 5 fect 9 inches span, on the 30th mile, have been completed. It is not contemplated that 
Gow works will be taken in hand in 1875-76, except renewing five wing walls to the culvert

‘The roed bas reoeived surface repairs from the east bank of the Kurnafoolee to the 20th 


Eighteen wooden bridges wich wing walls bave also been 
miei Surnce pices to the road from the cast baok of the Kurnafoolee river to the 
Tatas il be made during 1875.76, aad the worden bridges repaired and cosl-tarred. 

‘4. Moishthali Strand Road—This road from the village Gobaildanga, towards Abdul 
Malum's houre at Halishobur, about one mile in length, with a width of sigteen fect to the 
Yop, bas been constructed and turfed, and ia perfectly pasanble for vehicles. "he road bas 
£0P,. Jed aurface repairs, and two masonry bridges have been plastered with Portland cement. 
Braue facing has been pat on to the slope of the road U7 feet x8 feet. at Gohaildauga to 
protect the embankment from the encroachment of the river Karnafoolee. Surface repairy 
Pill be executed on this live of. road during the year 1876-76, and it is hoped to complete 
Te yewaining half mile to Abdul Malum’s house, Ra. 2,000fs required for this, towarde which ” 
‘Abdul Malum bas offered Rs, 400. 
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. Cox's Bazer to Ramoo—Two wooden bridges, each 6 feet by 16 feet, were 
consteacted ad wtcant of Hee 116-8. -Auother wooten bridge, 21} fet by 12 feet, waa con- 
Ntructed on musoury abutments at a cost of Rx. 97-9-6. ‘Thir road has also been repaired 
within the limits. of the Cox's Bazar municipality. Earthwork by the sides of five bridges 
‘wus repaired. One wooden bride 374 feet hy 16 fect, wax made on masonry abut- 
ments at a cost of Rs. 258-4-2, of which Re. 20 were advanced before October 1474. Another 
wooden bridge, No. 2, 291 fect by 16 feet, was made on masonry abutments at a cost. of 
Rs. 202-5-2. A third wooden bridge, No. 3, 21} fect by 16 fect, was made on masonry abut- 
ments at a cost of Rs. 130-12-11. All these bridges have Leen strongly constructed of jarool 
planks, 24 inches to 3 incbes thick. The bridges appear to have becn constructed on a scale 
larger than the traffic or funds warrant ; « breadth of twelve feet is ample. 


6, Sluice gate on the Boalkhali Canal.—Augle irons have boen fixed for strengthening, 
the gate and wing walls, and a terrace floor constructed. 

































7. Surface repairs to the following minor roads have been completed:—Robertgunge 
road, Mahajun Hat road, Tipperah Pass, Nusscerabsid, Kaloor Ghat, Bakoleah, Halishobur, 
Moinkhali towing path, Anwarah, Paroikorah, Chandpore, Sakeerahpole, Dhulghat, towing 
paths on the banks of Toalkhali ennal and Rangoncab roads, Sinteen woodon bridges ha 

repaired and tweuty-threw bamboo revetiments have been put to the ends of bridges on 
the Chandpore road ; wooden bridges, four on the Robert, 
pole road, four on’ the towing paths’on the banks of Bualkliali canal ; two bamboo bridges 
on the Mahajan iit road. and one hamboo bridge on the Rangoncah road have been repaired 
and constructed ; two wooden bridges on the Auwarah road have been tarred, xeven wooden 
bridges on the Kaloor Ghiit road repaired. ‘These roads will receive surface repairs during 
the year 1875-76, Necessary repairs to the woollen bridges will be executed.

1. Messrs. Lyall, Rennie and Company havo comp! that this ship, of 
which they are agents, grounded in the Rungafulla Channel_on the 1th 
January, when going to sea under the pilotage charge of Mr. Wells, Acting 
Branch Pilot. ‘They say that an alteration in the channel was communicated 
to the Master-Attendant on the previous day, the 13th, but was uot made 
kvown, as it should have been, to the pilots. 

‘Pho ship’s grounding, they add, has caused a loss of Rs. 25,000: and 
they request that enquiry may be made into the practice of the Master- 
Attendant’s office, in giving information to pilots of changes which occur in 
the channels. 

2. In this case, the Licutonant-Governor considers that it is clearly 
established that the pilot and the Master-Attendant’s office were in no way 
in fault, and that the entire blame attaches to the s It 
is the duty of the River Surveyor, when he finds any change 
channels, at once to send to Bankshall a report anda dupli 
‘The report is copied into the channel order book, and one of the sketches is 
kept there: this makes the change known to the pilots in Calcutta, who 
are bound to inform themselves of all entries in the channel order book. 
‘The original report, with the duplicate sketel then sent down to the 
Sandheads, for the information of the pilots on board the brigs. 

3. Besides these special reports and sketches, the River Surveyor sends 
up, from time to time, charts showing those alterations which have already 
been ombodied in the special reports. ‘These charts are not examined in the 
Master-Attendant’s office; they arc sent on at once to the Surveyor-General 
for reproduction by photozineography, and copies are then available for sale to 
merchants and to the public. It is understood that no change will appear in 
the chart, which has not already been made the subject of a special report. 

4. The River Surveyor, Mr. Layeoek, had sent up, on the 28th December, 
a report, with sketches in duplicate, of ecrtain changes in the Rungafulla 
Channel. On the 8th January he sent a chart, which reached the Master. 
Attendant’s office on the 13th, and was as usual sent on to the Survey 
General without examination. But this chart showed an important change 
in tho channel, of which no report and sketch had previously 
A spit of sand had run out into the usual navigation channel, aud it was upon 
this spit that the Mahableshwar grounded.
